Two hundred northwest St. 
Louis residents, indignant over 
what they called discrimination, 
agreed last night on plans to test 
the fairness of the current .real 
estate reassessment program. 


Members of the North Pointe 
Improvement Association, meeting 
at Herzog School, 5831 Pamplin 
avenue, decided on two lines of 
action. The first was a test case, 
appealing one of the increased 
assessments on the ground of dis- 
crimination against northwest St. 
Louis. The second was a request 
that the Legislature declare a mo- 
ratorium on the increases until 
they can be applied to all parts. 
of the city. 


The meeting was the first or- 
ganized protest against the reval- 
uation project. Notices were sent 
to 13,700 property owners last 
month, increasing their assessed 
valuations by about $40,000,000. 
The revaluations were mostly in 
the northwest and southwest sec- 
tions amd are to be extended 
throughout the rest of the city.

TOKYO, May 15 (AP)—Rain- 
drenched Chinese troops plodded 
south through central Korean 
mud todav in their build-up for 
‘a new offensive. 

Spearheads of a growing Red 
force facing the center of the 100- 
mile United Nations line were re- 
ported 12 miles south of the | 
thirty-eighth parallel. | 

U.N. patrols spotted Commu- 
nists in units of 500 or 600 slog- 
ging through the hills east of 
Kapyong. The United States 
Eighth Army did not indicate how 


close they were to U.N, lines. 
No fighting was reported from 
this area. Clashes elsewhere. on 
the rain-swept battle line were 
between groups of 100 or 200. 
The rain shielded’ Red move- 
‘ments from Allied air patrols, cut, 
down the reach of armored task 
forces and grounded many planes. 
U.N. Patro] Enters Chuanchon. 
Heavy artillery was directed on 
Red, forces of undetermined size 
15 fniles east of Chunchon: The 
Reds apparently had widened 
their bridgehead south of the 
Choyang river in this area, et a 
tank-led patrol entered n 
again without finding trace of the 
Reds. Chunchon is. about five 
miles northeast of the Kapyong 
penetration. 
The Eighth Army said the Reds 
east of Kapyong were south of 
the Pukhan river. This would put 
them 35 to 40 miles northeast of 
Seoul and roughly 15 miles north- 
west of Hongchon, U.N. base on 
the central front. 
An Allied officer said well pro- 
tected U.N. positions and restless 
patrols probably would insure 
about 24 hours warning before 
the Chinese hit in strength. 
A central front briefing officer 
said the weather probably would 
speed up the expected Red offen- 
sive about two days. The strike 
generally is expected next week.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
The Senate. Interior Committee. 
approved today “in principle” a 
proposal by Senator Long (Dem.), 
Louisiana, for continued state 
‘control of offshore oil operations 
pending permanent settlement of / 


the federai-state controversy over 
the oil-rich tidelands. 

Chairman O’Mahoney ‘(Dem.), 
Wyoming, said the committee vot- 
-ed 7 to 4 to accept in principle 
the Long proposal, offered as an 
amendment to a bill by O’Ma- 
honey. 

The Long amendment would 
validate existing oil leases in the | 
offshore areas, place in escrow all 
revenue from these areas now col- 
lected by ‘the states, give the 
Secretary of the Interior the right 
to approve or disapprove new 
leases, and continue state admin- 
istration over the areas. 

The O’Mahoney bill would have 
transferred this control for the 
time being to the Interior De- 
partment. 

O’Mahoney, who opposed the 
Long proposal, told reporters he 
does not believe the bill can be 
passed in the face of opposition 
from the Interior and Justice De- 
partments. 

O’Mahoney said members of 
the committee voting for:the Long 
amendment were Senators McFar- 
land (Dem.), Arizona, Long (Dem.) 
Louisiana,; Smathers (‘Dem.), Flo- 
rida; Butler (Rep.), Nebraska; Mil- 
likin (Rep.), Colorado; ‘Malone 
(Rep.), Nevada and Cordon (Rep.), 
Oregon. Opposing it were Sena- 
tors Murray (‘Dem.), Montana; 
Anderson (Dem.), New Mexico; 
Lehman( Dem.-Lib.); New York, 
and O’Mahoney. : 

The Interior committee recently 
rejected a proposal to give states 
title to the land seaward for three 
miles and a share of royalties in 
minerals recovered from land far- 
ther out.

5. He favors economic sanc- 
tions against Red China but 
opposes a naval blockade—as ad- 
vocated by MacArthur—because 
it “can be taken as an act of 
war” and would not be effective 
unless all United Nations mem- 
bers joined in it. 

6. Russian forces stationed in 
Asia “have the capability of caus- 
ing us a great deal of difficulty, 
to say the least.” 

7. “Taking on Red China is not 
a decisive move, does not guaran- 
tee the end of the war in Korea, 
and may not bring China to her 
knees. .. . My own feeling is .. . 
victory over Red China would be 
many years away.”

Cities to Acquire Blighted Areas 


‘Measure his Applies to Courities a me 
pling Amendments by Webbe of St. Louis 
and Winans of Kansas City Beaten.

" JEFFERSON CITY, May 15— 
A bill authorizing the establish- 
ment of county and municipal 
agencies to acquire and clear 
blighted and substandard areas 
for community rehabilitation and 
redevelopment was given prelimi- 
nary Senate approval today and 
placed in position for final pas- 
Sage. 

The measure, sponsored by the 
St. Louis city administration and 
the Missouri Municipal League, 
was perfected after the Senate 
defeated a series of crippling 
amendments offered by Senators 
Anthony M. Webbe of St. Louis 
and Paul G. Winans of Kansas 
City. 

Senate tempers flared on. sev- 
eral: occasions as the damaging 
amendments were debated. Spon- 
sors of the legislation said. that 
adoption of the proposed changes 
offered by Webbe and Winans 
would kill the bill and seriaqusly 
affect pending slum clearance and 
urban redevelopment plans, par- 
ticularly in St. Louis. 


Purpose of Bill. 

The state land clearance law, 
the backers said, is needed in St. 
Louis where. business interests 
have subscribed more than $2,- 
000,000 in equity capital as a 
civic movement to aid in the re- 
vitalization of decayed areas near 
the downtown district. 


St. Louis has established a land 
| clearance office by ordinance, but 
passage of the state enabling leg- 
islation is desired to remove any 
possibility of legal attacks on the 
validity of the city agency. 

Under the measure ready for 
Senate passage, the land clear- 
ance agency would be empowered 
to acquire blighted, substandard 
and insanitary properties by gift, 
direct purchase or condemnation, 
and clear them for redevelop- 
-ment. The cleared properties 
then would be sold to a public or 
private development corporation. 

To eliminate some Senate op- 
position, the sponsors permitted 
reconsideration and adoption of a 
committee amendment which lim- 
its the act to counties and munici- 
palities over 75,000 population. 

Webbe proposed an amendment 
that would have required the 
agency, when acquiring residen- 
tial property by condemnation, to 
pay damages based on replace- 
ment value instead of actual mar- 
ket value. Senator Floyd R. Gib- 
son of Independence, chief legis- 
lative sponsor of the measure, op- 
posed this on the ground the re- 
quirement would be costly and 
permit “unjust enrichment” of 
absentee owners of tenement prop- 
erties. 

Winans offered amendments 
that would have blocked slum 
clearance and redevelopment proj- 
ects unless they were approved by 
a two-thirds vote of the property 
owners in the affected areas.

He recommended that the 
dog pound be headed by a veter- 
inarian and that it be placed un- 
der control of the City Health 


Department. 

Unless the dog pound at the 
foot of Gasconade street is given 
funds and personnel to expand 
its operations, Dr. Smith said, the 
current outbreak of rabies in St. 
Louis may be expected to last 
two years. Previous outbreaks in 
1933 and 1942 lasted that long 
before running their course, he 
added. 

The city pound now uses one 
truck, with a driver and dog- 
catcher. The pound is super- 
vised by Geoige Whitley, a Demo- 
cratic precinct captain in the 
Ninth Ward, appcinted by Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst. in 1949.° Whit- 
ley, who was in the coal and ice 
business for 20 years, receives 
about $12,000 annually for oper- 
ating expenses of the pound and 

is allowed to keep fees. 

Whitley said his truck picks up 
20 to 25 dogs a day on the aver- 
age. Two other trucks were used 
for a while, he explained, but the 
operators were inexperienced and 
it was considered more efficient 
to concentrate on the one truck. 

He conceded. that a number of 
stray dogs continue to run loose, 
but said dog owners are frustrat- 
ing the quarantine law by keep- 
ing.a sharp watch for the pound 
truck. 

Seventeen dog owners were 
fined last night for violations of 
Glendale’s revised anti-rabies or- 
dinance.

In that distance the brain will 
not recognize that the oncoming 
object is a plane. The onlooking 


pilot would not know he was see- 


ing a plane until the supersonic 
thing had gone half a mile. 

After that, the pilot’s brain 
would have to decide what to do 
about it, or you would have to 
decide to scream. While the brain 
is deciding what to do the super- 
sonic plane would have traveled 
almost a mile. 

This leads to the shocking fact 
that if two came eut of the clouds, 
head on, at 500 feet apart, the 
pilots wouldn’t even see anything 
before they collided. 

If they emerged at 3000 feet, a 
little over half a mile, the pilots 
would know there was something 
in front of them, but would surely 
collide, possibly without recog- 
nizing what they were hitting. 

If they emerged four miles 
apart they would have just four 
seconds in which to see, think 
and dodge. 

Human eyes, said Dr. Byrnes, 
will not be enough. Electronic 
eyes and brains will have to take 
over in flying these planes.

Much of the job of smoothing 
relationships between Allied mili- 
tary forces and the German civil 
authorities has fallen to the “resi- 
dent officer” in both the United 
States and British occupied areas.

There are 195 of these 
“local ambassadors” in the four 
provinces of the American zone.

He 
said the differences of opinion in- 
volved reflected “the difference 
between the leader of the troops 
and the organizer.” + 
Although Baruch did not men- 
tion Gen, Douglas MacArthur by 
name, his reference obviously was 
to the differing views of MacAr- 
thur and Marshall as expressed in 
the Senate Committee hearings. 
He cited Marshall as the na- 
tion’s first global strategist who 
must “think not only of the men 
ting on the one front, but of 
all the fronts of war and defense.” 
‘Following is the text of Baruch’s 


speech: 

“This is hallowed ground. 
Norhern and Southern troops 
fought for the possession of this 
lovely Shenandoah Valley, and 
hone more gallantly than the 
students and officers of the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute.

manpower was indeed gone, but 
not the skillful command of forces 
of considerable size to maneuver, 
to strike and to pursue. This re- 
quired leadership on an unprece- 
dented scale. Gen. Marshall fore- 
saw the tactics and the strategy 
that would be needed in case ‘of 
a world war.

“How often have I marveled at 
the apparent ease with which he 
has borne his responsibilities. Nor 
has it been easy for him to unbur- 
den himself. At times, I believe, 
Gen. Marshall has talked quite 
freely to me of things on his 
mind. But I can also remember a 
weekend at my place in South 
Carolina during which he hardly 
spoke beyond the routine cour- 
tesies. Gen. Marshall has been 
singularly fortunate in his choice 
—or maybe she chose him—of so 
charming, gracious and under- 
standing a wife. Yet there have 
beén times when he couldn't take 
even her into his confidence. 

Wartime Incident. 

“Both of them like to tell the 
story of an incident a few days 
before our landings in North 
Africa.: It was our first amphib- 
ious expedition.

In all matters of na- 
tional security, though, he strives 
to be impersonally right, knowing 
how many lives rest upon the in- 
tegrity of his military judgments. 
That integrity won him the com- 
plete confidence of President 
Roosevelt, even when they dis- 
agreed; it won him the equally 
complete confidence of the Brit- 
ish, with whom he _ also had his 
differences; and it gained him 
the respect, if not the confidence, 
of the Russians, who don’t even 
trust their own people. 


“No one has been more re- 
spectful of our civilian institu- 
tions and traditions.

HE Defense Department has 
selected locations outside 
Washington where its most es- 
sential functions could be carried 
on in the event of an enemy at- 
tack on the Capital. 
Reporting this last night, Secre- 
tary of Defense Marshall said the 
planning is similar to that being 
carried out “in many other place 
in the United States.” : 
It represents, he said, “precau- 
tionary measures desirable in 
view of the continued tension in 
the world situation.” 


Marshall said all: employes of 
the Defense Department have re- 
ceived, or will shortly, notice of 
the role they are to perform in 
the event of an attack. 

There are about 140,000 depart- 
ment employes in the Washington 
area—nearly 30,000 of them work- 
ing in the Pentagon, huge nerve 
center of the defense establish- 
ment just across the Potomac 
river in Virginia. 


Communications Center. 

The department said locations 
of the “alternate headquarters” 
which have been selected will re- 
main secret. Last summer the de- 
partment announced that a com- 
munications center would be set 
up at Camp Ritchie, Md., near the 
Maryland-Pennsylvania boundary 
north of Washington. 


Speculation has been that would 
be a “second Pentagon,” but Mar- 
shall memorandum to department 
employes indicated other sites 
have been picked too.

- This war in Korea can be attributed 
directly to the most stupid foreign 
‘policy (or lack of it) in the history 
of any responsible nation in modern 
times. The repeated reversals of this 
country’s Far Eastern policy since 1946 
led the rest of the world to conclude 
that the United States was a nation of 
big talk and no action. That is exactly 
Why Korea occurred. 

The sudden intervention of China 
in the conflict can be traced directly 
to the Formosa problem. The United 
_ States, of its own accord, threw a’*block- 
ade around Formosa to protect the 
Chinese Nationalist forces ‘perhaps the 
most corrupt government of our time). 

By so doing, the United States di- 
rectly intervened in a Chinese civil 
war, after it was all but over. The only 
way China could retaliate was through 
Korea, which she did. This one act 
of oe pm aggression upon the 
part of the United States has cost 
thousands of lives. 

I volunteered to defend America, not 

become part of an imperialistic ven- 
ture. Why should citizens of the 
United States be rudely yanked from 
civilian life to fight such a war? I 
fought in one war for my country; 
why not take others for this venture 
in the Far East? 

Why are so few of us over here to- 
day? Why don’t we either get ‘enough 
men over here to win this war, or else 
get out? Maybe I’m wrong, but it 
appears to me that the few of us over 
here have been designated by the Gov- 
ernment as those who are expendable. 
All I can say is, thank you America.

But it is not the witnesses alone who have 
given up many hours to the investigation. The 
investigators have been at a legislative stand- 
still themselves. Practically nothing has been 
done in Congress since the day of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s first appearance before the joint ses- 
sion. Little will be accomplished+as long as the 
hearings go on. 

This is not to decry the hearings. They have 
served an excellent purpose. They have given 
‘Gen, MacArthur a chance to say whatever his 
eonscience told him to say. Théy have provided: 
comments and answers in the very same high- 
level forum. 

But the law of diminishing return will soon 
begin to operate, if it has not already taken 
effect. Manifestly, it would be foolish to 
allow the hearings to go on interminably, mean- 
time to tie up both the executive and legis- 
lative branches at the top. 

Still another consideration is that the longer 
the hearings run the greater the danger that 
important secrets will leak out to those who 
may use the information against us.

The assertion that she 
lived in the Harz mountains is a deliberate 
bourgeois lie, intended to refleet discredit on 
a Soviet zone. She lived in the Bavarian Alps, 
United States zone. 

Hansel and Gretel are not saved from the 
witch, furthermore, by the chil jingoistic, 
nationalistic trick of pushing her into the oven. 
They are saved by their love of the Soviet Union, 
which conquers all, including the evil inten- 
tions of the old witch, the natural perils of 
the Taunus hills; and other hazards incidental 
to living in an American zone. 

That is a version of Hansel and Gretel which 
we should think would not only pass but please 
Maerkische Zeitung and all other guardians of 
the Marxist-Leninist-Stalinist ideology, having 
been made out of the whole cloth (a fabric 
invented by a Russian textile expert, who has 
received the Josef Stalin prize for it, subject 
to possible future revocation).

‘Nobody Told MacArthur’ 

The defense of Gen. MacArthur has taken 
several eonflicting lines. Some of his support- 
ers hold that he was justified in violating the 
directive against the issuance of public state- 
ments on foreign policy. Others argue in effect 
that he did not know he was violating the direc- 
tive, because he was not told: : . 

It is true that Washington never sent the 
general a specific warning that many of his 
statements after Dec..6 violated the “gag” rule 
which had been imposed because of his state- 
ments before that date. But it taxes credulity 
too much to believe that Gen. MacArthur did 
not know it. 

Some of his supporters argue that he did 
nothing wrong in issuing his March 24 truce 
offer, because when he was notified that the 
President was about to issue one of his own, 
he was not told that he should Jay off the touchy 
subjects of Formosa and Chinese recognition. 

True, he was not told: But in August the 
President had ordered him to withdraw his Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars message on the subject of 
Formosa. In October at Wake Island he had 
been informed again of what the oda 
policy on Formosa’ was. In December he had 
been ordered to clear any statements on foreign 
policy with the State Department and any state- 
ments on military policy with the Defense De- 
partment. 

During the U.N. debates in January he was 
kept informed, according to Secretary Marshall, 
of the fact that our Govérnment supported a 
peace proposal calling for discussion of Formosa 
and Chinese recognition in any final Korean 
settlement.

It is a circle in which the more a telephone 
subscriber pays indirectly to A.T&T., the more 
he may be asked to pay. 

Last year the Public Service Commission 


. declared it would not consider for rate-making 


purposes any license fee payments to A.T.&T. 
above those paid in 1948—unless it was shown 
that A.T.&T. was giving Southwestern better 
service in return, or that the cost of service 
had risen. And in 1950 Southwestern paid 
A.T.&T, $100,000 more than in 1948. A.T.&T. 
contends that the cost of its service to South- 
western has gone up, but its own books show 
an increase in expenses allocated to Missouri 
of only $1869. 

A.T.&T.’s 1950 earnings .were a record high, 
and its stock earnings applicable to the Bell 
system had risen nearly $3 a share. So’ there 
is absolutely no reason why Missouri should 
contribute more license fee money to A.T.&T. 
unless that company proves beyond a doubt 
that the money is for services rendered. The 
Public Service Commission should stick to its 
decision and demand proof. 


Low Blow at Acheson 

If anything, the spirit of the Constitution 
should command even more respect than its 
letter. The plan of the Republicans in Congress 
to fire Secretary of State Acheson simply by 
depriving him of his salary is plainly intended 
to get around the basic law of the land. 

The G.O.P. conspirators have already admitted 
that their scheme to attach a rider to the State 
Department appropriations, forbidding the use 
of any of the money to pay Mr. Acheson, would 
be overturned by the courts as a bill of attain- 
der. But now they have a far-fetched seheme 
to accomplish the same end by prohibiting the 
salary payment to anybody “who was connected 
directly or indirectly with . . . professional 
services for any government other than the 
Government of the United States.” Secretary 
Acheson’s former law practice would bring him 
within this definition. 

The intent of such a clause, however, is just 
the same as one which names the Secretary. It 
might be even more mischievous, of course, 
because it might inadvertently affect other in- 
dividuals. But its legality is extremely doubtful.

Amid the babble of voices and the con- 
fusion arising over the change of command 
in Korea it is essential that the citizen 
endeavor to look at things without emotion 
or partisanship. 

There are two distinct questions at 
issue: Who is to make policy under our 
Constitution? What should that policy be? 

Whatever partisan feeling or bias we 
may have, the Constitution plainly lodges 
the responsibility for our policy in the 
civil branch of government, notin the 
military. This seems to me a sufficient 
answer to much of the futile discussion 
that has followed the summary action of 
the President.’ That he was within his 
constitutional rights cannot honestly be 
qu 

The second proposition is one much 
more difficult of determination, and that 
is whether our policy of maintaining a lim- 
ited war in Korea against aggression, en- 
tered into on behalf of the United Nations, 
is a wise one. 

In other words, can we so limit that war 
as not to involve the United States in an 
unlimited war with Red China, sustained, 
as it would be in all human probability, .by 
its, treaty-ally, the Russian Government? 


The Loss of Free Europe 


I cannot but believe that involvement in 
a general war in Asia would mean the 
almost immediate loss of all free govern- 
Could the 
Soviet rulers wish for anything better than 
to involve the United States in a maximum 
effort against the many millions in China, 
since it is quite obvious: that such an effort 
would certainly prevent our rescuing West- 
ern-Europe from aggression? 

The Ss still remains: How long 
can we afford to carry on a limited war 
in Korea at the expense of so many of our 
soldiers?

tion, that of the recognition of Govern- 
ments. Recognition is in practice both a 
political and a legal question, but where a 
group has for some time possessed de 
facto jurisdiction modern international law 
usually considers it the legal representa- 
tive of the state. 

It is obvious that the ultimate disposi- 
tion of Korea, Formosa and the Far East 
cannot be definitely settled without the 
concurrence of China and perhaps .of 
Russia. Unless the representatives of the 
Chinese State can enter into some definite 
international obligation regarding these 
matters, no settlement can be permanent. 

The British have recognized the Govern- 
ment of Mao Tse-tung, but our State De- 
partment still recognizes. and has so an- 
nounced, the old Government of China, 
displaced by the Communists. 


With Whom Do We Deal? 


This leads to the present embarrassing 
position. The old Government cannot 
speak for China unless through our aid 
it is able to reconquer that country. In 
the absence of such a successful comeback, 
it seems rather unrealistic to treat the 
Formosa Government as still the repre- 
resentative “of the Chinese State. 


How are we to resolve this problem? 
Shall we attempt to negotiate with Red 
China, or continue the local war until the 
representatives of Red China are .willing 
to negotiate with us? *It does seem as 
though we were in for long’ hostilities, 
even of a limited character, unless we can 
reach some compromise with the actual 
representatives of that state. 

To call any compromise by what has 
now become the cacophonous term “ap- 
peasement” will not affect the situation 
that without some compromise we will 
probably be indefinitely lwereed in some 
sort of war in the East. 


“Aspect of Peaceful Lake” 


Bismark used to say that he would not 
be involved in a war on two fronts: I am 
sure that our nation cannot safely engage 
in any such adventure, and that the Euro- 
pean front is, at the present time, by far 
the more important.

1 have seen her only a few 
times, in the presence of others, but she has phoned me many 
times. The last time my wife went out for the evening this 
woman called and asked if 1 would like her to come over 
and visit with me, or if she could take the children and me 
for a ride. I politely declined for I felt if { said yes to either 
suggestion it might lead to other meetings. Do you think I 
should try any longer to be so conscientious about my obli- 
gations, when I receive no appreciation, no affection in re- 
turn?

Shipping; Men Realize There Is No Turning Back as 
Wind and Current Take Command of Their Raft

HERE was a bustle in Callao - 


Harbor the day our raft, the 

Kon-Tiki, was towed out to 
sea. The Peruvian minister of 
marine had ordered the naval 
tug Guardian Rios to tow us out 
of the bay and cast us off clear 
of the coastal traffic. 

The Kon-Tiki followed the tug 
like an angry billy goat on a rope, 
and she butted her bow into the 
head sea so that the water rushed 
on board. This did not.look very 
promising, for this was a calm sea 
compared with what we had to 


expect. 

The towing went on all night 
at a slow speed and with only 
one or two small hitches. Only a 
few ships’ lights passed us in the 
darkness. We divided the night 
into watches to keep an eye on, 
the towrope, and we all had. a 
good — of _—

HEN it grew light next 

morning, a thick mist lay 

over the coast’ of Peru, while 
we had a brilliant blue sky ahead 
-of us to westward. The sea was 
running in a long quiet swell cov- 
ered with little white crests, and 
clothes and logs and everything 
we took hold of were soaking wet 
with dew. It was chilly, and the 
green water round us was aston- 
ishingly cold for 12 degrees 
south. 

We were in the Humboldt Cur- 
rent, which carries its cold 
masses of water up from the 
Antarctic and sweeps them north 
all along the coast of Peru till 
they swing west and out across 
the sea just below.-the Equator. 
All day long there was an off- 
shore wind out here, but in the 
evening the onshore wind reached 
as far out as this and helped craft 
home if they needed it. 

In the early light we saw our 
tug lying close by, and we took 
care that the raft lay far enough 
away from her bow while we 
launched our little inflated rub- 
ber dinghy. It floated on the 
waves like a football and danced 
away with Erik, Bengt, and my- 
self till we caught hold of the 


Guardian Rios’s rope ladder and 
clambered on board. 

With. Bengt as interpreter we 
had our exact position shown us 
on our chart. We were 50 sea 
miles frém land in a northwest- 
erly direction- from Callao, and 
we were to carry lights the first 
few. nights so as not to be sunk 
by coasting ships. Farther out 
we would not meet a single ship, 
for no shipping route ran through 
that part of the Pacific. 


We took a ceremonious fare- 
well of all on board and many 
strange looks followed us as we 
climbed down into the dinghy 
and went tumbling back over the 
waves to the Kon-Tiki. Then the 
towrope was cast off and the raft 
was alone again. Thirty-five men 
on board the Guardian Rios stood 
at the rail waving for as long 
as we could distinguish outlines. 
And six men sat on the boxes 
on board the Kon-Tiki and fol- 
lowed the tug with their eyes 
as long as they could see her. Not 
till the black column of smoke 
had dissolved and vanished over 
the horizon did we shake our 
heads and look at one another. 

There was a rather light breeze, 
whitch had veered from south to 
southeast. We hoisted the bamboo 
yard with the big square sail. It 
only hung down slack, giving 
Kon-Tiki’s face a wrinkled, dis- 
contented appearance. 


“It looks as if we were losing 
ground,” said Herman, and he 
threw a piece of balsa wood over- 
board at the bow. 


“One-two-three ... 39, 40, 41.” 

The piece of balsa wood still 
lay quietly in the water along- 
side the raft; it had not yet moved 
halfway along our side. .

mus stove at the. bottom of an 
empty box, and soon after we 
were regaling ourselves on hot 
cocoa and biscuits and making a 
hole in a. fresh coconut.

Blunt 
and broad, heavy and solid, she 
splashed sedately forward over 
the. waves.

If the raft turned 
her side too much to the wind,

It was a hard struggle, three 
men fighting with the sail and 
three others rowing with the long 
steering oar to get:the nose of the 
wooden raft round and away from 
the wind. And, as soon as we got 
her round, the steersman had to 
take good care ‘that the same 
thing did not happen again the 
next minute. 

The steering oar, 19 feet long, 
rested loose between two thole- 
pins on a large block astern. It 
was the same steering oar our 
native friends had used when we 
floated the timber down the Pal- 
enque in Ecuador. The long man- 
grove-wood pole was as tough as 
steel but so heavy that it would 
sink if it fell overboard. At the 
end of the pole was a large oar 
blade of fir wood lashed on with 
ropes. 

It took all our strength to hold 
this long steering oar steady when 
the seas drove against it, and our 
fingers were tired out by the con- 
vulsive grip which was NOCensary | 
to turn the pole so that the oar 
blade stood straight up in the 
water. This last problem was 
finally solved by our lashing a 
crosspiece to the handle of the 
steering oar so that we had a sort 
of lever to turn. And meanwhile 
the wind increased. 

By late afternoon the trade 
wind was already blowing at full 
strength.
